Introduction 

This publication is issued each month as a supple- 
ment to the annual Catalogue of Publications, Australia 
(1101.0) ofthe Australian Bureau of Statistics, which lists 
current ABS publications and gives brief descriptions 
(abstracts) of their contents. In addition, a Publications 
Advice(1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and Friday listing 
publications released on the day of issue and expected 
releases on the following five days (Canberra Office) or 
two days (State Offces). 


2. Significant occurrences in ABS Publishing are high- 
lighted in the section Publishing News which follows the 
list of publications issued during the month. Publishing 
News contains brief descriptions of the contents of new 

’ publications, describes changes in ABS publications and 
shows other information of interest to users of ABS 
publications. 


Publication prices 

3. Two prices are shown for each priced publication. 
The first price given is the ‘over the counter’ price while 
the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary 
rates within Australia. Overseas clients should add 10 per 
cent of the second price to meet the cost of overseas 
surface postage. Airmail rates are available on request. 


4. Where no price is shown the publication is free. 


Mailing list service 

5. Clients who wish to receive free or priced publica- 
tions on a regular basis may use the ABS computerised 
Publications Mailing List (PML) Service. Further details 
and order forms are available from any ABS office. 


6. Clients (or subscribers) who already use the PML 
Service and who wish to amend their requirements 
should quote their account number when contacting 
ABS. The account number is shown at the top left hand 
corner of the address label used to despatch publications 
to clients. 


7, Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on | 
January. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS. 


Statistical information service 

8. Each ABS office has an Information Service to 
assist clients. The service is designed to answer inquiries 
from clients on available official statistics, including 
statistics not published for economic reasons. Unpub- 
lished statistics cover a variety of topics such as popula- 
tion, dwellings, building, imports, exports, shipping, etc., 
in the form of computer printout, microfiche, magnetic 
tape or specially prepared tables, 


9. Incases where a considerable volume of data has to 
be specially extracted or where a regular statistical service 
is required, a charge may be made.

OTHER PUBLISHING NEWS IN FEBRUARY, 1985 


Balance of Payments, Australia, January 1985 (5301.0) released 12 February 1985, contained 
revisions to the previously published estimates of imports f.o.b. for September and 
December 1984. This was the result of a timing adjustment which was introduced to take 
account of distortions arising from extraordinary changes in the volume of import entries 


processed due to industrial action in the Australian Customs Service. 


Imports by Commodity Divisions, Australia (5405.0) Two issues of this publication were 
released during the month; the December 1984 issue on 4 February and the January 1985 
issue on February 28. Both publications gave a warning concerning the use of the 
statistics they contained, as data had been affected by delays in the processing of import 
and clearance transactions by the Australian Customs Service. 


The Labour Force, Australia, January 1985, Preliminary (6202.0) released on 14 February 
warned that it did not contain South Australian data as this had not been processed in 


time, and that care should therefere be taken in interpreting the preliminary estimates 
and in comparing them with previous estimates. 


Transition from Education to Work, Australia, May 1984 (6227.0) released on 19 February 
announced that, following the change in official population estimates to a place of usual 


residence basis after the 1981 Census, the population benchmarks used in this survey also 
reflect this change. For an explanation of the new conceptual basis of population 
estimates see The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes, Australia, December 1984 (6312.0) released on 15 February 
indicated that there had been some small revisions to the months prior to November 1984. 
In this issue, Table 1 has been expanded to include details for persons, and details for 
individual months back to 1978, reflecting some previously unpublished revisions. A time 
series of weighted average standard hours of work back to 1979 has also been included as 
an appendix. 


Incidence of Industrial Awards, Determinations and Collective Agreements, Australia 
(6315.0) released on 22 February contained the results of a survey carried out in May 


1983. Previous surveys were conducted in April 1954, May 1963, May 1968 and May 1974. 
However, the results of these surveys are not directly comparable with those obtained in 
the May 1983 survey, due mainly to population framework changes reflecting improved 
coverage of employees provided by the ABS register of businesses. 


Price Index of Materials Used in Building Other Than House Building, Six State Capital 
Cities and Darwin, October 1984 (6407.0) released on 4 February advised that there had 


been revisions due to corrected prices for periods as far back as 1982 for many timber, 
porcelain, metal and plastic items, as well as hydrant systems, fire alarm systems, light 
fittings, switchboards, sand, aggregate and filling. 


Price Index of Materials Used in House Building, Six State Capital Cities, October 1984 
(6408.0) released on 11 February also advised that there had been revisions due to 


corrected prices for periods as far back as January 1982 for sand, many timber, metal, 
porcelain and plastic items, as well as switchboards. Further information was detailed in 
the Appendix. 
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
